) Fr. Schmiedeler Resigns 
’ From Family Life Bureau 


Washington — (NC) — Father 
Edgar Schmiedeler, O.S.B., direc- 
tor of the Family Life Bureau, Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence, since its beginning 25 years 
ago, has resigned, according to an 
announcement by Bishop Peter 
Bartholome of St. Cloud, Minn., 
Episcopal Chairman of the Fam- 
ily Life Bureau. 

BISHOP BARTHOLOME, who 
has been associated with the Fam- 
ily Life Bureau for the past 12 
years, took the occasion to. ex- 
press his gratitude to Father 
Schmiedeler and to praise him as 
“knowing more in the field of the 
family apostolate than any other 
living American.” 

Father Schmiedeler’s associ- 
ates at N.C.W.C, gave him a 
plaque before he left for Atchi- 
son, Kan., to return to his Bene- 
dictine community at St. Bene- 
dict’s Abbey. The plaque read: 
“To the Reverend Dr. Edgar 
Schmiedeler, 0.S.B., priest, pub- 
licist and scholar . .. in grate- 
ful recognition of his tireless 
zeal and — leadership in 
furthering the cause of Chris. 
tian family life as first director 


of the N.C.W.C, Family Life

Polish Prelate 
Said Released 
From Prison 


Berlin—(NC) — Bishop Lucian 
Bernacki, Vicar General of Gniez- 
no, has been released from prison 
by the Polish communists, accord- 
ing to reports reaching here. 


The Bishop, however, has not 
been allowed to return to his post 
and is reported to: be living at 
the Jasna Gora monastery in 
‘Czestochowa. Bishop Bernacki was 
arrested in 1953. 


He is the second prelate recent- 
ly released from jail by the Po- 
lish communists. The other is Aux- 
iliary Bishop Anthony Baraniak of 
Gniezno. 


Bishop Bernacki was born in 
Goscieradz on February 12, 1902. 
He was ordained in 1926. After a

year, Only 32 were boys. There 
was nothing in the bank but a 
million dollars worth of courage, 
self-confidence, faith, and friends. 
CCH nevertheless inaugurated a 
balanced athletic program. And ac- 
cording to old newspaper clip- 
pings, football was king. 


On the east end of the property 
clearance was made for the first 
football field. A shack donated by 
the contractor who built the main 
building served as a “dressing 
room” for what dressing there 
was. Suits had been “gathered” by 
John Hoess, one of the four Hoess 
brothers who were among the 
main patrons of the school. The 
suits were hand-me-downs and 
some were donated by members of 
the old Hammond Iroquois, a 
flashy semi-pro outfit. 


The first official football coach 
was Sylvester Lukeman, assisted 
by Pat McShane and Percy Tate. 
McShane later became the num- 
ber one man in the three major 
sports. The first game was played 
in Hammond’s. Harrison park. 
Soon Turner field became the 
“home field” where the team suc- 
cesfully competed on Saturday 
afternoons against such teams as 
Mooseheart (then perennial na- 
tional champs), De LaSalle of 
Joliet, and Chicago’s Loyola, 
Ignatius, Leo, St. Michael and 
Mount Carmel. By this time the 
athletic teams had been dubbed 
the “Foreign Legion” because of 
their fighting spirit and the melt- 
ing-pot aspect of the school’s en- 
rollment. 


To the best memory of some 
who played or worked with it, the 
first football team was made up of

Father H. James Conway, 
now Fort Wayne diocesan school 
superintendent and pastor of St. 
Mary’s of the Lake church, Miller, 
succeeded Father Schmid as di- 
rector in 1934. 


With six years of valuable ex- 
perience as a CCH teacher, athle- 
tic director and choir director, Fa- 
ther A. J. Junk replaced Father 
Conway as principal in 1939. 


In 1947 Catholic Central became 
Bishop Noll high school, named in 
honor of Archbishop John F. 
Noll. 

Almost any Noll student will 
tell you that Father Junk and his 
faculty continually pound away 
on the idea of educating the com- 
'plete person. To educate Noll’s 
1,500 boys and girls, Father Junk 
has surrounded himself with one 
of the most competent faculties in 
the state. It’s made up of 25 sis- 
ters, seven priests and 14 lay 
teachers. Sister M. Ivan is as- 
sistant principal and dean of girls 
while Father F. Melevage is dean 
of boys. 

Although more priests, nuns and 
outstanding laymen are numbered 
among her alumni than are “name 
ball players,” still Noll high’s 
athletic teams have carried the 
name into every basketball and 
football conscious community in 
Indiana. 

Noll’s golden era of athletics 
really began in 1949, the year Karl 
Huffine was named athletic di- 
rector as well as head man in
